‘The Town of Wilmington, through 
its Permanent Building Committee 
and its School Committee, is mak- 
ing plans to acquire additional land 
near the High School, for the pur~ 
pose of adding 20 rooms to the High 
School, 

Several weeks ago the School 
Board voted to instruct the PBC 
to proceed to make plans for such 
a move, Monday evening the PBC 
had a meeting with several of the 
owners of adjacent land, Not pre- 
sent at the meeting, however, was 
George Frotten of Wildwood St. 
owner of land near the football 
field. 

At the present time there are 
about 17 acres in the High School 
site, The hope is that this can be 
enlarged to about 27 acres, The 
plans are tentatively to; 

1, Acquire the use of about 2 
acres from the Wilmington Baptist 
Church, land in back ofthe church, 
on a lease basis, for a parking lot 
to be used by the school weekdays 


and the church Sundays, The land 
is low, and presumably would have 
to be filled, 

2, The Grange Hall Corporation 
is discussing with the Board of 
Selectmen the possibility of selling 
the Grange land to the town, The 
corporation is seeking to relocate 
the Grange in another part oftown, 
after the recent fire, If this land 
is purchased it would add several 
acres, and give the School Depart- 
ment direct access to Wildwood 
Street, 

3. About ten years ago the town 
voted to exchange land with Mr. 
Frotten, along Wildwood Street, 
but the then town government did 
not complete the transactions voted 
by the town. The School Depart~ 
ment believes that Mr, Frotten 
would still agree to the transfer, 
If this can be done there would be 
more street-front property for the 
School Department on Wildwood 
Street,

2, The present location of the high school is 
ideal; no railroad tracks to cross, and within walking 
distance for a great many pupils, 

3. It is close to fire and police protection, 

4, It is easy to reach by teachers who live out of 


5, A new athletic field would not have to be built, 

6. The land acquistion could be for the purpose 
of another intermediate school - which some say is 
badly needed,

4. Pupils and teachers would have to climb 
another ‘flight of stairs, For the most part this would 
probably do them a world of good,
